The French Actress Pays a Visit to the 
Wizard of Menlo Park.

One ofa party of six that were waiting for 
a belated train in the dimiy lighted depot at 
Mento Park late last evening was a slight 
young woman wrapped in a profusion of vel- 
vet and furs, who, hal‘ reclining upon one of 
the benches, uttered a variety of strange 
sounds in an unnatural tone. The other five 
members of the party took the deepest interest 
in the performance, which was occasionally 
interspersed with a chattering of French and 
a merry laugh. The young woman was Sarah 
Bernbarat, und the strange sounds she was 
making were in imitation of those of the 

honograph which the Wizard of Menlo 


ark had justbeen operating for her benefit. | 


Having accepted an invitation to visit Men- 
io Park last night, she did not allow the bad 
weather to prevent her going. She was 

romptly on time for the train, whicn left the 
— 2 depot in Jersey City at 6:35 p. 
m. During the bour’s ride she asked innu- 
merabie questions about the young electri- 
clan, his home, and bis works. Her curiosi- 
ty was abundantly gratified by the ingenuity 
of her companions. When their accounts 
of marvelous things became too extravagant, 
she would cast a glance of inquiry at her fath- 
erly manager, Mr. Henry C. Jarrett, whose 
significant head-shakes prevented ber creduli- 
ty from being imposed upon. At Menlo Park 
the party climbed a long flight of icy 
steps, at the top of which a 
small conveyance awaited the ladies. The 
gentiemen tramped across the vacant lots in 
the snow and mud to the library. After they 
were reunited on the library steps they were 
escorted up stairs.

STAGING IN TEXAS. 


Graphic Description of a Ride 
Through a Typical Storm. 
Texas Cor. Chicago Tribune, 


The wind moans here like a creature in 
distress. It sobs against the window-panes 
and siehs and wails along the eaves like a 
cohort of cats celebrating the election re- 
turns. There is something awfully unreai 
about it, even ghostly. I cannot help listen - 
ing to its dreary monody—its bewildering 
plaints—and shaping them into cries un- 
earthly. All atonce a host of de- 
mon spirits dash against the glass and 
shriek out angry imprecations. shudder 
like acreatureafraid, and pull down the 
curtains to shut out the storm’s hoarse roar. 
Anon the rain dashes down and sideways, 
rushing with a clash and shock against the 
fran, wooden walls, pouring from the low 
roof, dripping; deluging, saturating all the 
earth. Oh! Ido not like those storms! For 
three days at a time they never cease. Rivers 
of water fall, rushing down the narrow val- 
leys, tearing away the soft earth, channeling 
out the streets, and filling the streams to the 
very top of their limestone bluffs. Our San 
Antonio is a brave stream, and seldom un- 
equal to the emergency. The water fre- 
quently rises fifty feet in a single night, but 
it rarely overflows. Last August it rushed 
over the banks for more than fifty miles, and 
ruined $100,000 worth of corn, potatoes and 
cotton. Such a calamity may not occur agam 
inalifetime. Withevery heavy rain these 
Western rivers rise from twenty tofifty feet, 
and this nenders the building of bridges ex- 
tremely bazardous. At this time there are 
very few bridges in Western Texas, which 
renders traveling in wet weather somewhat 
dangerous as well as amusing. The cross- 
ings are effected, in high water, by means of 
pontoons or ferries, and in dry weather by 
‘*fords.’’ The descent is not like that which 
Virgil describes, into Avernus—*‘facilis’’— 
but on the contrary, quite the reverse. The 
bluff drops off from the first, second or third 
terrace, and each drop is worse than the pre- 
ceding one. The last is usually considered 
‘ta drop too much.“ It just lifts you out of 
your boots. The bluff is a perpendicular 
wall of sand or adobe clay, gulched by run- 
ning water, and is appropriately described by 
the feminine term “perfectly awful.’ 

Ifyou are a lady Jou go down with the 
driver in the hack — who says there is no dan- 
ger until you reach the tinal plunge, and 
then youshut your eves and pray. You never 
expect tosee the sum again, just as if you 
lived in London, but somehow you do. The 
sure-footed mules slide down the “ragged 
edge,“ the driver leans both feet upon the 
brake and swears softly to himseif—the coach 
rocks and plunges—you feel vourself slipping 
down, down, down like a frightful night- 
mare and at length you are on board the boat. 
The boatman puts his head in, hopes you are 
not frigbtenea, and says fifty cents’’—or, if 
be is a native, four bits“ You hand it out 
mechanically, never thinking to ask what the 
chargeisfor. Youare so bewildered that 
bad he said **hve dollars’’ you would have 
paid it as readily, and felt that you had es- 
caped cheap enough. He turns a crank, the 
ropes creak and strain, the boat swings round 
in the narrow, boiling gorge, and in five min- 
utes you find yourself reeling up the red clay 
hank onthe further sbore. You wake up. 
The motion has ceased. The driver shouts, 
swears, lashes—the thing has stopped, and 
refuses to move. The jehu puts aside the cur- 
tains and says: 

**You’ll bave to get out, mum! This —— 
— — — old scare-crow buzzard’s car- 
rion can’t tackle the bluff, dash ’em!’’ 

*‘*Mud’s purty bad! Sorry, mum! Gotany 
rubber’ No’ That’s bad! Kin lend you 
my slicker if ye’ll put it on. Kinder keep 
the leak off.“ (Drivers are always kind, po- 
lite and respectful to ladies here.) Itis 
raining furiously. The wheels are slipping 
back. You feel yourself going down. You 
realize what that means. If nervous you 
scream and faint. If not you pull open the 
curtains. The driver whips up his jaded 
‘‘carrion.”? The coach stops sliding 
down. You leap nimbly out. The mud 
catches you and holds you. You are safe, at 
least. Then the fun begins. You drag a 
good sized farm uptbe awful bluff. Your 
companions follew and bring up all the mud 
you left. The mudis very kind. It sticks 
close to you—it follows you—it prevents you 
from flying if so disposed—it goes with you 
like Ruth, and stops with you when yeu stop 
—quite out of breath and moral reflections. 
Your feet are red as well as your face. Some- 
body says it seldom rains in Texas. Don’t 
believe it. i neversaw prettier rainin my 
life. Suech mud! Prepared glue is not ordi- 
nary mucilage beside it. The sharpest knife 
will not cut itfrom your shoes. You stand 
on tbe upper bank unable to move. There 
are sheets of water falling upon your spring 
bonnet, torrents of it rolling from your bes: 
clothes: waves, rivers, oceans of it beneath 
your feet. Your only solace is that your dis- 
gusted and dripping companions cannot 
laugh at you. ' 

The driver discharges a new volume of, 
oaths, all neatiy bound for the occasion with 
Texas leather. The lashing and cursing 

cause the rain to hold its breath in astonish- 
ment. At last up he comes—the Red Sea is 
crossed and you resume your place. The 
thoroughly gaturated passengers have enough 
to do hewing off the mud to occupy them till 
the next station is reached, and somehow the 
conversation flags for want of encouragement. 

Very few people are killed in these stage- 
journeys, few seriously injured, but there 
are plenty of old citizens here who never 
ride across a river. Dhey invariably get out 
and walk down. When asked if they appre- 
hend danger, they sav, ‘* No; but itis safer.“ 

But the **Concord’’and ‘*mail-coach’’ are 
doomed in Texas. Their race is nearly run. 
The iron-horse is pre-empting all their valu- 
able territory. Railroad stock is more yalu- 
abletban borse stock. The age of progress 
has reached us.

exposed to its contact. There can be no 
doubt, however it be explained, that fogs 
are directly associated with the 
smoke of large towns.

been suggeste ut any means, : 
cient, must not be dependent for its working 
on individual compliance with any set of 
rules. Apparatus for consuming smoke may, 
as in the case of our river steamers, be made 
a necessity by law, but they may become im- 
paired. One plan which provides agaimst 
casualties has been suggested by Mar. Scott - 
Moncreiff. He would render the common 
coal practically smokeless by extracting from 
it about 3,000 cubic feet ot gas per ton—cas 
the value of which would more than pay the 
cost of its extraction. The resulting fuel 
would not be coke, but modified coal that is 
not altogether flameless, but which burns 
brightly and cheerily, with almost no smoke, 
a few munutes after fresh fuel is lighted in 
the grate. This proposal is about to be tried, 
witl a view of seeing how far it can be adopt- 
ed. If found to answer, someefforts at legis- 
lation will follow. The importance of the

A Blind Boy’s Ingenious Work. 
From the Montreal Gazette. 


We have been shown a very interesting 
specimen of the work that can be done by the 
blind. It consists of the framework ofa 
miniature house, which is made up of thirty- 
eight pieces of wood neatly fitted and glued 
together. This houserests upon two sup- 
ports, which are glued to the side of an ordi- 
nary four-ounce pressed glass medicine bot - 
tle. This bottle bears the stamp of Henry It. 
Gray, and shows no sign of havi been cut 
or in any way tampered with. Thus each of 
the forty pieces must have been put in 
separately, and fitted or built together inside 
the bottle. A still more wonderfui part of 
this, however, is the stopper. ‘This is a piece 
of pine which is cut so as to fill the neck of 
the bottle almost completely, and left large at 
one end to prevent it from passing in the bot- 
tle. A small wooden peg about three-quar- 
ters of an inch long is driven through the 
lower end of this stopper close tothe neck of 
the bottle: 
done is a gem puzzle.“ The whole is a re- 
markable instance of the great development 
which may be attained by a sense of touch 
which is especially noticeable in those who, 
being deprived of some other faculty, depend 
for their knowledge of external objects upon 
the sense oftouch toa greater extent than 
those who are blessed with all their faculties.

THE POWER OF MUSIC. 


A White Girl Entranced and Enslav 
Memphis Cor. Cincinnati Times- Star. 

Revelations seem to be the order of the day. 
Memphis enjoys an envia tion as the 
hot-bed of sensations of a kind peculiarly her 
own. The latest development has created a 
considerable local excitement. The hero isa 
negro of that shade of darkness that he might 
be felt—as black as a black felt hat, in other 
words, and the heroine is of that seintillating 
pink and white complexion so often the theme 
of the poet’s dream. Yesterday morning the 
writer, while in the Criminal Court room, ob- 
served a fegro man on trial for assault and 
battery upena white woman,and learning 
she had a remarkable story to relate, succeed- 
ed in interviewing her, and was well repaid 
for his trouble. 

Her name she said was Annie Ray, and her 
age twenty-four. In person she is tall and, 
well made, fair-haired and blue-eyed, and 
was originally intended for apretty woman, 
but hard usage and coarse associations had 
served to mar the effect. Her language, ac- 
cent and manner were those of the typical 
Southern darky, presenting acontrast with 
her personal appearance and fair complexion 
that was startling in itself. She had lived 
with the negro fourteen years, and when 
asked who her parents were said her moth- 
er's name was Aleathea Ray, and up 
to her temth year she lived with her 
parents near Aberdeen, Miss. When about 
that age there came throueh the country a 
strolling negro tiddler. He stopped one night 
at her father’s residence, sleeping in a little 
room backof the nouse, from which the 
strains of music—which he well understood 
how to produce fromthe instrnment—issued 
during nearly the entire night. She had 
never in her few years of life been outside of 
her father’s farm, and this was her first ex- 
perience inthe realm of melody. All night 
she lay awake, enchanted and in a half-. 
ecstatic state, and as soon as the 
first rays of the morning sun 
peeped through her window she arose, 
and, dressing quickly, made her way to the 
musician’s cabin and begged him to play for 
her. Hedid so, relating to her meanwhile 
the secrets of the mysterious outside world; 
how beautiful and bright everything was be- 

ond the distant horizon. a world of -song- 

irds and sweet music. She listened enrap- 
tured and his offers to take ber with him and 
bis violin fell upon a willing ear. Before the 
sun was fairly above the tree tops they were 
on their way. They traveled steadily for 
days and days, taking by paths and sleeping 
in deserted outhouses. They finally arrived 
in Memphis, where heestablished herina 
but os.

He 
established her as his slave, and jealously 
guarded her from the prying eyes of the out- 
side world. 

Before she reached her twelfth vear she 
was subjeetedtohis loathsome embraces. 
Her life, her health and ber happiness were 
wil wrecked in one black moment by the de- 
stroyer. Yetshe lived onin utter ignorance 
of the outside world, pining and languishing 
forthe unknown. Her only associates were 
a few negroes, and the only place to which she 
was allowed to go was a negro piace of wor- 
sbip. Unlettered, unknown and uncared for 
by the busy throog who hurried past her 
lonely prison she remained the slave of this 
foultyrant. ‘Le shrill voice of the steam 
whistle, the rumble of the engine, and the 
sound of the school bell, rousedin her no 
gleam of intelligence. She knew absolutely 
nothing. She was not even sensi- 
ble to the horror of her situation. 
Some idea of itwas awakened, however, by 
bis own guilty conscience and his fears of 
her escape, which dictated the most blood- 
curdling threats of what he would do if she 
attempted to eseape orifshe left the house 
without his knowledge and consent. 

Her escape, however, was made at ‘last. 
She conciuded to set bim at defiance, and 
one night when he accidentally left the gate 
unlocked, fled from home. The first person 
she met was a negro girlabout herown age, 
to whom she told her story, and asked pro- 
tection. The girl, be name Amer- 
ica Mitchell, recognized ber at once 
as the niece of her former mistress, and, 
startled by her story, went with her to her 
prison to demand an explanation. When 
they reached the gate it was locked, but her 
déstroyer rushed out and,clutching her by the 
throat, was in the act of striking a dagger to 
her heart whenthe young negro girl clutched 
his arm and saved her life, arousing the 
neighbors by her screams before he could do 
more. 

She has since been living with her new- 
found friend, but always in deadly fear of 
her life. Afew days since she applied for 
and received a warrant for assault and bat- 
terv against Zack Seymour, herseducer. He 
was found in the confectionery of Specht & 
Walter, where he has beenemployed for 
eleven years, and arrested. He is now on 
trial in the courts.

Bishop O Hara at Knock.

Bishop O’ Hara has returned to Scranton, 
Penn., from his pilgrimage to Rome. Inthe 
course of a sermon preached last Sunday in 
the cathedral he described his visit to Knock, 
the obscure Irish village made famous by the 
alleged miracles wroughtthere. Before going 
to the chapel he called on Archbishop Me- 
Hale, of Tuam, who, although over ninety 
years old, is stillclear of mind and vigorous 
of intellect. While at breakfast with this 
venerable prelate Bishop ©’ Hara intimated 
his intention of visiting Knock, and found 
the archbishop somewhat reticent on the sub- 
ject. He finaily said that so far there had 
been no evidence prevented to warrant the 
approval or disapproval of the manifestations. 
He had appointed a committee of the clergy, 
however, to inquire into the matter and they 
were still engaged in the investigation. On 


going to Knock, the bishop says, he was 


forcibly impressed with the strong evidences 
of faith and devotion which he saw exhibited. 
He found about 2,000 persons there dividing 
themselves into groups of about fifty each 
and passing around the unassuming little 
chapel in processions, then entering and per- 
forming the stations of the cross.

An Invention to Prevent Divorces. 
From the New York Sun. 

A man living near Bloomfield; N. ., has 
contiived an arrangement by the use of which 
he is enabled to get an hour or more of extra 
sleep in the morning, and in other ways he 
finds it of great benefit. In many ways it 
wakes the place of a domestic servant. The 
gentleman has thought out and put into prac- 
tical working an idea that occurred to him 
about a year ago. He is awakened in the 
morning bya shrill whistle. He at once gets 
out of bed, for he knows what that whistle 
means. It tells him that all is ready for him 
to get breakfast. lie dresses and goes into 
the kitchen, and there he finds a bright fresh 


— 


fire, a teakettie full of boiling water, and other 


eonveniences for preparing his morning meal. 
All this is accomplished by means of an alarm 
clock with weights, a piece of wire, a sheet of 
sandpaper, and some matches. Taper, wood, 
and coal are put into the grate of his cooking 
stove, anda teakettle filled with water, and 
having a tiny whistle fitted into the nozzle of 
the kettle, is placed on the stove. By setting 
the alarm in the clock he cam have a fire at any 
time he wishes. When the alarm in the clock 
goes off, a weight falls and hits the wire; the 
wire moves and scrapes the matches fastened 
te it on the sandpaper; the matches light the 
paper in the stove, the paper fires the wood 
and coal, and soon a fire is under way. In a 
little while the water in the teakettle boils, 
and then thetiny whistle gives the pote of 
warning that everything is ready and it is 
time to get up. 

„Simple thing, and yet what atomfort it 
is,’ the mventorsays. There is no getting 
up for me now an hour before breakfast, los- 
ing that amount of sleep, and then waiting 
around for breakfast. The arrangement costs 
ne xt to nothing, and it is as trustworthy as 
anytbing in this world. I have not had it 
patented yet. Some persons advase me to. 
and perhaps I may. 1 haven't any for sale: 
ot it up entirely for my own comfort and 
convenience, and it bas more than repaid me 
already. But just think, if it were in general 
use it would save many hard words and do 
away with considerable domestic unhappiness 
among poor people. Doubtless it might have 
a tendency to make a better feeling between 
some men and their wives. by settling the 
vexing question as to who should get up in 
morning and build the ire. Out of this ques- 
tion alone many divorce suits grow, and thi-

How Tom Walsh is Collecting His $7,000 
Judgment for Libel. 


—— — — — 


It has been generally understood in news- 
paper circles in St. Louis that the present 
management of the Timesis merely a pro- 
visional one,intended to continue until a 
purchaser for the paper can be found. This 
view has been so universally held that the 
news of an entirely new complication in the 
affairs of the Times will be something of a 
surprise, even to those who have been giving 


special attention to that paper lately. To 


understand the case thoroughly it will be 
necessary to go back a little in the Times’ 
history. Inthe first place since the paper 


assed into the hands of Mr. B. M. Chambers 
A great 
deal of money was sunkin an unsuccessful 
Indeed, Mr. Stilson 
Hutchins, who was in St. Louis a day or two 
ago, estimated thatin the last ten years not 
less than $250,000, and possibly a great deal 


more than $300,000, had been lost on it. A 
greatanany expedients were tried to keep the 
journal up. Mr. Chambers arranged a mort- 
gage of $50,000, which is now held as follows: 
My. Solon Humpbreys, of New York, Mr. 
Chambers’ brother-in-law, owns $27,000; 
the National Bank ofthe State of Missouri, 
represented by Mr. Walter 8. Johnson, 
$13,006; the Mastin Bank, 55,200; Mrs. 
Ewing, 4,800. Mrs. Ewing’s share in the 
mortgage is at present in the hands 
of Col. J. H. R. Cundiif, the editor 
of the paper. This mortgage. nas been 
an onerous one for the paper to carry,and the 
interest itself has been occasionally a source 
of some difficulty, it is now a year over due. 
Mr. Chambers became convinced that some- 
thing had to be done, and over 
a year and a half ago Mr. 
James Preston Beck was called to the editor - 
ship and nominal ownership of the Times. 
He abdicated after a brief reign and Mr. A. S. 
Mitchell was placed in eharge by Mr. Cham- 
bers, who resumed the business management 
himseif. The paper was staggering and Col. 
J. H. R. Cundiff came to St. Louis, from St. 
Joe, and was said to have bought Mr. Cham- 

bers entirely out. The last named 
gentleman quit the office for 
good and devoted himself to winding up the 
affairs ofthe Butchers’ and Drovers’ Bank. 

The change, however, did little or no good. 

Despite liberal subsidies,money could not be 

made to come in as fast as it drained out, and 
on the 4th of November last Col. Cundiff gave 
up the fight. On that day he concluded an 
arrangement with the Republican, by which 
the latter paper agreed to assume the publica- 
tion of the Times from their office. The Re- 
publican was to pay the bondholders about 
ten cents onthe dollar of the mortgage in- 
debteduess, and when the contracts bf the 
Times were run gut, squelch it. This 
arrangement had been perfected and 
tbe notices had already been 

set up to appear in both papers announcing 
the change of publication. When Mr. Cham- 

bers learned of it he at once returned to the 
Times oifice, resumed control, broke up the 
trade with the Republican, advanced suf- 

ficient money to keep the paper on its legs 
untila sale could be effected, and that was the 
condition of the paper until vesterday after- 

noon. 

THE NEW COMPLICATION. 

On the ith of March, 1870, Mr. Thos. 
Walsh secured a judgment against Mr. B. M. 
Chambers for $7,000 damages for libel. Con- 
siderable difficulty has been encountered in 
collecting the judgment, and a large number 
of seizures of realestate have been made by 
the Sheriffpursuantto the judgment. Yes- 
terday Mr. John M. Glover, Mr. Walsh's at- 
torney, got Mr. Chambers on the witness 
stand and during the examination elicited the 
information, under oath, that Mr. Chambers 
was the owner of 1,550 shares of stock in the 
St. Louis Times, which is believed to have a 
market value of $25,000, and to be entirely 
unincumbered. Acting upon this informa- 
tion, Mr. Glover at once had the Sheriff levy 
on this stock, the controlling interest in the 
Times. And this asset also goes to the credit 
ofthe $7,000 jndgment fund whicn the Sheriff 
has been accumulating, along list of which 
was printed among the legal advertisements 
in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH. These five 
hundred and fifty shares represent Mr. 
Chambers’ interest in the. Times, and are 
covered by the 850,000 mortgage spoken of 
above. Their face value is 5.000, and Mr. 
Cundiff holds four hundred and fifty. similar 
shares. 

AT THE SHERIFF’S OFFICE, 

A reporter called on Sheriff Mason this 
morning and asked him about the levy. “Oh, 
ves; we have the stock,” he said, ‘*but Mr. 
Wilkins and Mr. Greenwald can give you ail 
the particulars.’’ Mr. Wilkins showed the 
reporter a certificate from Mr. J. H. R. Cun- 
diif, Jr., the secretary of the Times Company, 
tothe effect that Mr. Chambers owns 
550 shares of stock in the company 
Upon this certificate the levy was made. Mr. 
Greenwald told the reporter that he had had 
some difficulty ing@Paking the levy, as Col. 
Cundiff was unwilling to tell how much stock 
Mr. Chambers owned and only consented to 
give the information when shown in the Mis- 
sour! Statutes that it was the duty ofa cor- 
poration to let tbe Sheriff know the names of 
stockholders and the amount of stock held,

Mr. Walsh’s attorney, was next seen. *“*‘How 
about this levy onthe Times?“ queried the 
reporter.

As the stocks are 
called off. those who have securities or 
shares for sale rise and offer them. 
The price is noted. Should a member de- 
sire to purchase at the price named he sig- 
nifies bis desire, and thé stocks are Bis fa. 
lets be is outbid. In like manner thé Caller 
reads over stock left for sale in the ex- 
change, or offers to purchase. The result 
of the establishment of the exchange will be 
to make the prices of logal securities ‘‘regu- 
lar,“ as a broker would say, but ‘‘irregular’’ 
as it would seem to others, being that they 
are liable to fluctuate every twenty-four 
hours. Heretofore an obliging broker has 
furnished the daily papers once per 
week with a corrected list of 
the idcal stock quotations. To show how 
near these ‘‘corrected lists’’ actually reflect 
the true standing of securities it is only 
necessary to mention the fact that at the call 
this morning offers and purchases ranged 
fully ze either way from the list published in 
the morning papers. Col. Theo. Hemm, 
Secretary of the exchange, held the desk this 
morbing, while Otto Weidner, formerly clerk 
of the late Lewis Beach, did the calling.

SECRETARY SCAHURZ’S REPORT. 


— — 


The System of Indlan Reservations Be- 


ing Gradually Abolished. 
WASHINGTON, December1.—In the last an- 


nual report of the Secretary of the Interior, 


he gives a review not only of the past vear, 
but of the four years of his administration. 


The larger part of the report is devoted 


to Indian affairs. In his opening chapter 


upon this subject, the Secretary gives an ex- 
planation of the important change which has 


taken place with regard tothe reservation 


system. He says that although at first accept- 


found it the reservation 
policy which had 80 long 
been followed by the Indian Office, 


more extensive observation and study of the 
matter gradually convinced him this wasa 
mistaken policy; thatit would be better for 
the Indians and more in accordance with jus- 
tice as well Aas a wise expediency to 
respect their home attachments to leave them 
upon the lands they occupied, provided 
such lands were capable of yielding them 
sustenance by agricultural or pastoral pur- 
suits, and to begin and follow up the practice 
of introducing among them the habits and 
eccupations of civilized life on the ground 
they inhabited. Im view of the fact 
also that the maintenance of 
the system ok large reservations 
against the pressure of white immigration 
and settlement would, in the course of time, 
become impracticable, a different poNcy has 
been followed, having for its object the set- 
tlement of Indians upon lands in sgeveralty, 
the disposal for their benefits of 
their lands not required for this purpose and 
gradually to prepare the way for their final 
incorporation into the body politic as inde- 
pendent and self-relyingmen invested with 
all the rights which other inhabitants of the 
country possess. The result already 
accomplished in pursuance of this 
policy and the promising outlook in the same 
direction are described in general terms and 
illustrated by specific accounts of progress 
made by individual tribes. The Secretary 
does not make any recommendation of im- 
portance in regard tofiand grants, te railroads, 
but recapitulates their last annual report 
and states, as the result of the investigation 
made by the Governiment Auditor, that their 
property is in good condition, that their 
earnings have largelv increased, and that al- 
though the rates, both for freight 
and passengers, bave been

THE PRESS. 

The toast of The Press“ was responded te 
by Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, as follows: 

The press is the mirror of the people. The 

freer it is, the truer the picture. We behold 
in it, almost hourly,our latest photograph 
as a nation. We seeinit how, asa people, 
we laugh and cry, how we sing and sigh, how 
we are born and die, how fortune frowns, 
and smiles and vanishes, howsome pray and 
others prey—see the sublime and the ridicu- 
lous, see virtue and vice. Often we 
dislike the picture and blame the press. But 
if the picture is not handsome isit the fault 
of the mirror or of those before it? If tere 
be a sensational press there must be a sensa- 
tion-appreciating public. If there be a venal 
press there is abt to be a venal people. 
The modern press is not only a mirror, but 
a wonderful power for either good or ail. 
W hat other vehicle of thought is there upon 
which the worid depends so largely for 
knowledge, information, guidance and ac- 
tion? Whoishere and does not know that 
the press has become to millions and mil- 
lions a daily visitor, a daily instructor,a 
daily necessity and often the only source 
of entertainment—accessible to all wherever 
the beaconlight of education illumuines the 
bleak darkness of ignorance—dispensable to 
nore, be he Prince or pauper, King or clown. 
The press is next to the school- 
house, the greatest teacher and edu- 
cator of the people. Who is it who 
does not owe to it some knowledge of ihe 
world, of men and things’ It is a great public 
| scbool system in itself. I know of a person 
who owes mucb the largest part of his 
knowledge of English to the press. He was 
born and educatedin a foreign country. Six- 
teen years ago, when he came to St. Louis, he 
could hardly read English,without speaking or 
understanding asiugie sentence. He bought 
newspapers and read, read, read. At first he 
understood but one word out of ten and 
guessed at the meaning of others. But by 
persistent practice he improved, until he is 
now ableto be a member of the press him- 
self and to make himself tolerably well un- 
derstood. 

The press is not only a mammoth mirror 
of the nation and the great news carrier, but 
it isa mammoth manufacturer of opinion. 
The power to make political opinion is the 
power to make votes. Thus the press be- 
comes the power behind the throne of the 
ballot box. Thusa government based upon 
public opinion must largely look to and de- 
pend upon the press—largely the cause and 
creator of that public opinion. 

The press isthe handmaid of liberty. As 
long as there is a free press there will be a 
free country. But free does not mean to 
abuse everybody and everything. A free 
press should mean one that is not onlv free 
from censorship and governmental despot- 
ism, butalsofree from selfish or venal in- 


stincte, free from passions or preju- 
dices, free from personal pecula- 
tions and ambitions, free from 


the bonds of ignorance and servility, and fear- 
lessly devoted to the cause of liberty and 
truth. regaruless of consequences. Such 
a press would be a bulwark of freedom. 

The number of publications in the United 
States is nearly as large as that of all Europe, 


more than six to our one. I verily be- 
lieve that these proportions do not 
stop here, but thatwe have more than six 
times as much liberty, charity, opportunity 
to rise, presperity and general happiness 
in this country than the people of Europe 
bave. Here people do not belong to sover- 
eigns, but to themselves. They are born 
Without mortgages. They owe no loyalty to 
a crowned head. They owe norespect toa 
privileged class. They owe no toll or tribute 
to an established church. They owe no 
military. service to a standing army. 
They are not owned by landlords or landed 
proprietors. They are free. Here liberty of 
speech does not lead to the dungeon. Here 
no noblity exists save that of brams, no 
royalty save that of character, no sovereignty 
save that of equal freedom. 

But only an honest, incorruptible and fear- 
less press can guard, protect and preserve 
these great boons to the people.

ery yoy of order, as there is no real mar- 
ket at the latter point where shipments eould 
be disposed of, so that New Orleans is really 
only a half-way station between this market 
and Europe, where the grain destined forthe 
latter is loaded into ships; in fact, nothing 
but amere port of transfer. But New Or- 
leans manages to obtain toll upon every bushel 
of grain shipped through her, and most 
extravagant toll, too, in the shape of extor- 
tionate charges. Takethe item of grain in- 
spection alone, which is $1 per 1,000 bushels, 
while in St. Louis it is only 25c per 1,000, and 
all shipments of bulk grain via New Orieans 
have to stand this outrageous inspection fee 
at the latter point, as the European consiguees 
demand a New Orleans inspection certificate, 
not through amy doubts they have of the St. 
Louis inspection, but merely to show that 
the grain inspected mto the vessels is the 
same as that loaded at St. Louis. Besides 
this charge there is the transfer elevator 
charge, varying from 1 2c to le per bushel, 
according to the time of year, and this Ic 
charge was paid by St. Louis shippers on 
their late shipments through New Orleans. 
‘The above are direct chargeson bulk ship- 
ments of grain from this market, but besides 
these are wharfage and towing charges paid 
by every tow sent to that port, which, of 
course, are indirect taxes upon each sbip- 
ment. These port charges are heavier than 
those of any Other seaboard port in this 
country, of which ports Montreal has entirely 
done away with her wharfage and tonnage 
tax, New York is considering the expediency 
of reducing her present charges ana Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore are exhibiting an ac- 
tive interest in this same subject, with every 
probability that a change will be made to the 
advantage of shippers. Ifit were not for the 
extremely low freight rates on bulk grain 
shipments by barges the present heavy export 
trade with Europe would never have ex- 
isted, and New Orleans has never put one dol- 
lar into these barge lines and has no interest 
whatever in them, save the direct benetits she 
derives by bringing the grain to her doors. 
But a more serious cause of complaint is made 
against New Orleans, although no direct proofs 
are obtainable. It is that some of the New 
Orleans merchants are mixiag St. Louis grades 
of wheat, and that a large portion of the wheat 
sent to Europe is not any better than a St. 

Louis No. 3 red. A gentleman just returned 
from New Orleans, waere he was s'' perintend- 
ing the shipment of bis grain, states that he 
was offered No. 2 red winter wheat full 3c be- 
low the price ruling in St. Lcuis, and when, 
upon his demanding a sample of 
this No. 2 red, it was shown him, the sample 
of tbe wheat was not as good as a St. Louis 
No. 3red. St. Louis has always had a stan- 
dard of wheat inspection higher than any 
other market inthe country,and been justly 
proud of the reputation she bas acquired 
through these grades. When a move was 
made to change them the chief argument 
hrougbt to bear for maintaming the standard 
was that St. Louis had buiit up her Europe?n 
trade through her high grades and that to 
lower them would inevitably destroy this 
trade. New Orleans merchants who were 
in the city duringthe time when the ques- 
tion of lowering the grades was discussed de- 
clared that the lowering of tbe wheat stan- 
dard would result in a complete stoppage 
ef European orders.
